HITS COBLES 


A SAD reflection on the 
British safety rules for 
fishing boat b is this ex- 
Brixham sailing 
trawler lying rotting In 
Swansea Harbour. 

The 75ft. wooden boat 
Holkar (right) was one of 
the first vessels to be sub- 
mitted for survey by the 
Department of Trade and 
Industry to see how she 
measured up for the 1975 
Safety Rules. 

The work required was 
beyond the resources of 
her skipper. Ted Grint, 
and her 160hp Allen 
diesel engine ana fittings 
were removed from the 
boat and she now lies In 
the mud. The hull is 
deteriorating rapidly. 

The fine lines of this 
class of sailing trawler 
could one day become ex- 
tinct. It is now feared that 
the deterioration of 
Halkar's hull has reached 
the point where restora- 
tion is not possible. 

She was built at Rye. 
Sussex, in 1924 and was 
registered number LT18. 
She had a net tonnage of 
28 and gross. 62.

NO EVIDENCE was 
offered when two Ger- 
man skippers were 
charged in Cork District 
Court with illegal fishing.

“CAN YOU tell me what 
the difference Is between 
wet and dry cylinder 
liners and why one type 
or the other is desirable in 
a diesel engine?" 

■ Cylinder liners which 
come into direct contact with 
the cooling water circulating 
inside the engine block are 
called wet liners. Those that 
lit into bored holes in the 
block (like cylinder bores in 
most petrol engines), and are 
not in contact with the cooling 
water, are called dry liners. 

All cylinder bores are sub- 
ject to wear. They sometimes 
get scored and, occasionally, 
they crack for one reason or 
another. 

If . they are merely highly 
polished holes in the engine 




block and they become worn 
or scored, they have to he 
reconditioned by being 
rcbored. When this is done, 
larger pistons have to be 
fitted. 

If liners are used, worn or 
scored ones can be extracted 
and replaced, the some 
pistons can continue to be 
used and the performance of 
the engine will be unaffected. 

Another pood reasun for fit- 
ting liners is that they can be 
made of much more wear 
resistant alloys than the cast 
iron from which engine blocks 
or jackets are made.

Big changes for the 80s 


AGREEMENT on an EEC 
.Common Fisheries Policy

This claim was made by 
jshn Prescott MP (Hull East), a 
Himber of the European 
firllament, in London this 
auk. 

lad by Mr. Prescott, a team 
tlslx flailing and education ex- 
fttu were introducing an 80- 
pgs report entitled Fishing 
^ the 80s, which makes 
rtccmmendationB for a new 
id In British fishing baBBd on 
poise and licence schemes. 

This report will be circulated 


to local authorities, European 
Commissioners and the 
Government. 

Among the sweeping 
changes proposed are a 
National Labour Board for 
fishing and Scattiah-baeed 
National Flailing Authority built 
on the experience of the White 
Fish Authority and the Herring 
Industry Board. 

Humberside is also seen as 
the ideal centre for administra- 
tion of Community fishing. 

David Cairns, national 
fishing officer of the Transport 
and General Workers' Union 
and a member of the working 
party which produced the 
report, was scathing about tha 
conditions of employment for 
fishermen. 




"By comparison with 
workers in other industries, 
they are treated as second- 
class citizens. We are still 
fighting to get a dacasuallsa- 
tion scheme and sIbo redun- 
dancy payment for fishermen," 
he said. < > 

The establishment of . a 
National Labour Board was 
seen as a way of providing 
some stability In employment. 
This board would work with 
local or port boardB, whose 
function would be similar to 
the National Dock Labour 
Boards. 

Tha role seen for a National 
Fishing Authority would bo In 
co-ordination of Industry 
research, safety, training. 


education and employment 
conditions. 

The report. In Its plans for 
the fishing fleet, pushes for a 
system of local dominant 
preference based on proximity 
to fishing grounds. Control 
should be maintained through a 
licensing system linked to 
seasonal and area co ntro I s, 
with some use of quotas. 

The only boats beyond thasa : 
controls would be vessels under 
12 metres. Strict limits should 
be put on big trawlers, with 
some relaxation on vessels up 
to 25 metres. 

Mr Prescott said he hoped 
that the report would initiate 
discussion in Britain and the 
EEC on the next stage of a 
Community fishing policy.
